Representative W illiam S. Vare of 


Pennsylvania, second 
ranking mem­ 


ber of the house appropriations com­ 
mittee, said: 
"A n y effort to attack the present 
national budget would be quickly de­ 
feated in congress, 
I am surprised 
to hear that such a movement is on 
foot. 
National interest dictates this 
business-like and efficient instrument 
in government finance be maintained. 
If taxes are to be lowered, the budget 
is necessary, because it i*> the only 
way that appropriations may be ef­ 
fectually regulated and kept within 
the national income. 
The resultant 
economy and efficiency and the end of 
extravagance entailed in adoption of 
the budget justifies further employ­ 
ment of the system. 
W e have the 
spectacle of European nations living 
beyond their means before us to par­ 
ticularly recommend the budget.” 
Form er Representative W alter M. 
Chandler of New York said: 
“ Abolish the budget system ? 
Do 
that and you go back to the old days 
of waste and -extravagance in govern­ 
ment. 
Before the budget was estab­ 
lished the heads of the various gov­ 
ernm ent departments asked and usu­ 
a lly received 
from 
congress 
money 
far beyond the amount actually need­ 
led to run their departments. 
Should 
the head of a department discover 
near the end of the fiscal year that 
he was likely to have some money 
left over he begun devising ways and 
means of spending the surplus. 
Un­ 
der this system there was bound to 
be extravagance and waste. 
When 
the budget was established all this 
cam e to an end. 
This method is both 
business-like and scientific, and I am 
heartily opposed to any 
movement 
that would abolish it. 
It is the one 
sure method of keeping the expenses 
of the government within its income/’ 
Representative John N. Sandlin of 
Louisiana «tated: 
“ Although I have 
not made a detailed study of the bu­ 
reau of budget, 1 can see no reason 
for its abolition, 
it has 
done the 
work for which it was organized, and 
has undoubtedly saved money for the 
government. 
Before 
it 
is ridiculed 
It should be given a chance.” 
Representative A rthur M, Free of 
California declared: 
“ I am heartily 
in favor of the budget system. 
It is 
the only way to run the government. 
You have a budget system in busi­ 
ness, why not a budget system in 
governm ent?”

Fredericksburg 
furnished 
seven

Berlin, Oct. 29.— Germ any is facing 


what is to be perhaps the most fate­ 


ful week since the arm istice that end­ 


ed the world war. 


The unity of the reich is at stake 


and the events of the next few days 
are expected, in political circles, to 
go a long way toward determining the 
very life of the republic in its pres­ 
ent form. 
Pressed by the nationalist elements 
on one hand and crowded b\ who So­ 
cialists in his own cabinet on the 
other, Chancellor Stresem ann is be­ 
ginning to manifest more and more 
a desire to become dictator in fact 
as weLl as in name. 
W ith his ultimatum to the radical 
social-communist government of “ Pen 
Saxony" 
to “ get out and 
be quick 
about it,” and in sharp contrast to 
UiS polite “ request” to Bavaria to get 
oack into constitutional line-up with 
the reich, Stresemann is staking his 
all on “ to be or not :o be” dictator, 
and is ready to play his trump card 
the reiehswehr— against 
the 
rad­ 
ical Saxon government. 
The Saxon government, with P re ­ 
mier Zeigner presiding, convened m 
special 
session. 
Prem ier 
Zeigner 
said: 
” 1 can not say what decision 
may be arrived at by the Saxon gov­ 
ernment, but 1 can tell you my own 
personal decision, and that is for the 
rejection of the Berlin ultim atum .” 
baiter the Saxon government tele­ 
phoned to Berlin : 
“ There is no polit­ 
ical reason for complying to the de­ 
mand of the Berlin government. The 
proper authority in the matter is the 
Saxon diet and as lo..g as it doesn't 
act. the government will remain. The 
government, however, will submit the 
¡natter to the diet and ask a vote of 
onfldence.” 
The diet does not meet until Tues­ 
day. 
W hether the Berlin government 
w ill carry out its threatened meas­ 
ures depends largely on the report of 
Herr Sollmau, Socialist minister of 
the interior of the Berlin government, 
who went U) Dresden in an effort to 
effect mediation. 
Meanwhile 
the 
Socialist 
labor 
unions in Germ any, fearing the com­ 
ing of dictatorship, are preparing to 
meet the emergency by considering 
the calling of a general strike. 
There was much talk of i*uewering 
Berlin's 
ultimatum 
with

strike in Saxony and possibly in all ! 
the middle and north of Germany, 
in 
Munich a special council of the min­ 
isters has been called to determine 
Bavaria's attitude 
on 
Stresem ann» 
request to return the reichawehr to 
the constitutional authority of Berlin.

Enterprises Best Adapted. 
It is p ossib le, at least in a general 
way , say s the dep artment, to deter­ 
mine what farm enterp rises are adap t­ 
ed to a region b y stu dy ing the p hy si­ 
cal, b iological, and economic conditions 
p rev ailing there, and the adap tab ility 
of v ariou s enterp rises to these condi­ 
tions.

write. Champ Clark used to relate to 
his fellow con gressmen how he taught 
a man an d his two grown d aughters 
after the Civil war Hut as a wholesale 
un d ertakin g the removal of ad ult il­ 
literacy has waited lon g. It was gen ­ 
erally un d erstood that when on e grow 
up illlteiate Lie was to remain so, n o 
m atter how bright his in tellect might 
be 
how an x ious he was to learn . 
The school age was fix ed at from six 
to twen ty, an d n o on e over that age 
was supposed to en ter school. Most of 
the states are n ow makin g some pro­ 
vision for illiterates either through an 
organ ized illiteracy campaign , special 
schools for ad ults, home teachers or 
other method s. True, they are limit­ 
in g this opportun ity to foreign -born 
Illiterates in places, leavin g the n ative- 
born in illiteracy, an d In others are 
con fin in g the opportun ity to those un ­ 
d er certain ages.

Washington, Oct. 29.—Congression­ 
al leadens who had a hand in estab­ 
lishing the budget system and put­ 
ting it into operation 
continue 
to 
rally to its defense against the cam­ 
paign to destroy it. 
Representative William S. V&re of 
Pennsylvania, second ranking mem­ 
ber of the house appropriations com­ 
mittee, said: 
"Any effort to attack the present 
national budget would be quickly de­ 
feated in congress. 
I ain ourpriseu 
to hear that such a movement is on 
foot. 
National interest dictates this 
business-like and effluent instrument 
in government finance be maintained. 
lf taxes are to be lowered, the budget 
is necessary, becau.1 e it i* the only 
way that appropriations may be ef­ 
fectually regulated aud kept within 
the national income. 
The resultant 
economy and efficiency and the end of 
extravagance entailed in adaption of 
the budget justifies further employ­ 
ment of the system. 
We have the 
spectacle of European nations living 
beyond their means before us to par­ 
ticularly rec ommend the budget. ’ 
Former Representative Walter M. 
Chandi:; of New York said: 
“Abolish the budget system? 
Do 
th at and you go bac k to the old days 
of waste and extravagance in govern­ 
ment. 
Before the budget was estab­ 
lished the heads of the various gov­ 
ernment departments asked aud usu­ 
ally received from congress money 
far beyond the amount actually need­ 
ed to run their departments. 
Should 
the head of a department discover 
near the end of the fiscal year that 
be wa^i likely to have some money 
left over ho began devising ways and 
means of spending the surplus. 
Un­ 
der this system there was bound to 
be extravagance and waste. 
When 
the budget was established all this 
came to an end. 
This method is both 
business-like and scientific, and I am 
heartily opposed to any 
movement 
that would abolish it. 
It is the one 
sure method of keeping the expenses 
of the government within its income ” 
Representative John N. Sandlin of 
Louisiana stated: 
'‘Although I have 
not made a detailed study of the bu­ 
reau of budget, I can see no reason 
for its abolition. 
It has done the 
work for which it was organized, and 
has undoubtedly saved money for the 
government; 
Before it is ridiculed 
It should be given a chance.” 
Representative Arthur Al. Free of 
California declared: 
"I am heartily 
in favor of the budget system.

Chicago.—Discovery of the stem of 
a plant similar to that of a corn stalk 
In a lump of limestone found Imbed­ 
ded In a coal seam In Illinois has 
changed hitherto accepted Ideas of 
plant evolution and pushed the mys 
tery of the origin of flowering plants 
millions of years further back Into the 
geological past Prof. A. C. Noe, paleo 
botanist for the University of Chicago, 
unearthed the revolutionary evidence 
after a systematic search. 
The strata from which he obtained 
the limestone lump, or “coal ball,” 
was identified as belonging to the car­ 
boniferous. or great coal, age of the 
Paleozoic era, the next to the oldest

classified the fossil stem as that of 
no angiosperm, or a flowering plant 
which had Its seed inclosed in a seed 
container, as are the seeds of our ap­ 
ple, rose and oak.

To stick to cotton or to change to 
corn and hogs, to grow wheat and oats 
or to go into dairying, or to change to 
any other type of farming which may 
iii the Unit* seem to offer more protit- 
able returns than the prevailing type, 
is a question ever present In great 
farming regions, aud one which is 
often keenly considered in time of ag­ 
ricultural depression. 
In attempting 
to uiuke such changes serious errors 
are almost certain to be made, says 
the United .States Department of Agri­ 
culture, unless those who are direct­ 
ing the movement have a thorough un­ 
derstanding of the forces which control 
the types of farming adapted to the 
different regions. 
Enterprises Best Adapted. 
It is possible, at least in a general 
way, says tile department, to deter­ 
mine what farm enterprises are adapt­ 
ed to a region by studying the physi­ 
cal, biological, and economic conditions 
prevailing there, and the adaptability 
of various enterprises to these condi­ 
tions. 
An analysis of the types of 
fanning in the United State* has been 
made on this basis and the discussion 
is presented in Farmers’ Bullet n No. 
1289* Distribution of Types of Darni­ 
ng in the United States, just issued by 
“the United .States Department of Agri­ 
culture. 
Physical factors such as soil and 
climatic conditions play an important 
part in the type of farming adaptable 
to a given region. 
Temperature limits , 
i he northern distribution of cotton, j 
southern distribution of wheat, and 
;h.rehem distribution of com. Rainfall 
and length of growing season ar*' Other 
important factors the effects of which 
are very apparent in our agriculture. 
Factors of Second Class. 
The second class of factors discussed 
in the bulletin is called biological fac­ 
tors. 
The effect of the boll weevil in 
reducing cotton acreage near the Gulf 
and Atlantic coasts is un example. The 
chinch bug has reduced the acreage of 
• ann in southern Illinois, and the Hes­ 
sian fly has changed the date of seed­ 
ing winter wheat and has probably re­ 
duced the acreage of this crop in 
.-nine localities. .Many other cases are 
cited in which insect pests and fungous 
discases are determining factors. 
In the third class are economic fac­ 
tors, such as cost of transportation and 
distance from market. 
Another Im­ 
portant one is competition with regions 
■ hi cli can produce more cheaply. This 
last is a factor in limiting the acreage 
■ f com, oats, wheat, barley, and rye 
in those parts of New England where 
t hese crops thrive.

In its study of illiteracy conditions 
the Illiteracy com m ission of the No­ 
tional Educational association has care­ 
fully analyzed th e statistics gathered 
by the federal census bureau and has 
followed the m atter Into the states 
and localities whence

were made up. The commission is con­ 
vinced that the census taken by the 
federal governm ent in 1920 showing 
4,931,905 Illiterates, and based on the :
